extended lo this part of Washington Territory 
number of pre-omp'iona were made by Aineric 
citizens, and these pre-empted Innils leased to the 
Company for 99 years, for a consideration in 
stock. In this manner the Company aro posscs- 
oors now of 1700 aeres, all of which has been 
located expressly with a view to the mterc3t.s of 
ihe Company, and eomprisos the whole of the 
land around Clallam Bay,— nearly 60/0 acres,— in 
anticipation of a future town site, and about 1200 
acres of level land, located in one body expressly 
as a conl field. But as there is a much larger area 
of land, which is doubtless coal bearing, the Com- 
pany have made arrangements for a Government 
survey with a view to the purchase of from 10,000 
to 15,000 acres, which will cojt in legal currency 
at this time only about fifty cents per aero. 

The Company was organized June 1, 1864, and 
immediately commenced work by mining tho 
principal seam in the face of the cliff, about twen- 
ty-live feet above high water mark. At Ihe same 
time they, engaged the services of the most ex- 
perienced mining engineer in the country (Mr.

tember last, at a depth of 28 fathoms. Tho Com- 
pany, intend to continue boting in hopes of find- 
ing tho thicker coals which Mr. Landale expects 
will be found there. His judgment has been so 
happily proved in the former instance that the 
company hare ihe greater confidence in continu- 
ing to follow his advice.

EUROPEAN AFFAIRS. 



The present aspect of Europe, is one of 
unusual placidity. Altbr the storm comes 
the oalm. Since tho cessation of hostilities 
between Germany and Denmark tho elements 
hare settled down to what in Kutopo may be 
called the abnormal condition of peaoo. The 
negotiations botween the former belligerents 
will ho shortly concluded, and tho tlismem* 
barod parts of Denmark will ho thrown iuto 
the Germanic Confederation. We have be- 
fore alluded to the jealousy and fear which 
animalo Ihe Federal Diet in their now rela* 
tions with Austria and Prussia. They see 
the power which they oxercised prior to the 
commencement of tho war wrested from them 
by their kingly tillie3, and they dread, with good 
reason, the ambition of these elated mou» 
archs. The fact that the Emperor of Austria 
and the King of Prussia were never on belter 
terms, and lhat an alliance of theso two 
powers with Kussia is spoken of, does not 
tontl iu any way lo decrease tho Diet's un- 
easiness. There are, however, elements nt 
work, which, with nil tho Legitimist theories 
of tho German monarch*, give indications 
of internal trouhlo before loug, The 
outcries which were made against the King 
of Prussia and his minister Bismurk before 
the war, are again loroing themselves on tlu- 
atlcntion of tho Prussian Court. The people 
are beginning to see more clearly the cause 
of lhat impatient desire which the Uing 
evinced to wage war, and to be convinced 
that not the least of the motive powers was 
the anxiety to get rid of those revolutionary 
demonstrations, which his own obstinate anil 
tyrunuical demeanor was calling forth from 
Ihe nation, The reaction is selling in, and 
everything points again to an open rupture. 
Should things tuke us unfavorable a turn 
against the King as thoy did last year, we 
feel convinced lhat with the present inimical 
feelings of the Diet to Ptussia, the people ol 
that kingdom will find sympathy in the mem- 
bers of Ihe Confederation, where they would 
have previously mot witn opposition . The 
conquest of Denmark, like a righteous retri- 
bution, would therefore seem to threaten the 
overthrow of the Prussian monarchy. Olbei 
complications are also arising. Denmark is 
about to give another member of its royalty 
to a European heir apparent. A sister of the 
Princess of Wales will shortly marry the 
Czarowitz — ihe eldest son of the Emperor ol 
Kussia. In a little time, therefore, Ihe re- 
cently outraged Denmark will bo united by- 
ties of blood to two of '.he greatest powers in 
Europe. It will bo strange that, with lhese 
influences at work-, opportunities should be 
wanting lo retrieve the disgraco of the past ; 
strange that with the first embroilment of 
Prussia with either France, Russia or Eng- 
land, advantago should not be taken to com- 
pel Germany to a restitution lhat would givi 
to Denmark greater power than ever. 

In England -everything, commercially at 
least, seems to be at the flood tide of pros- 
perity. By returns recently published it ap- 
pears that the exports and imports of the 
country have doubled within the hist fifteen 
years. The present year, however, seems 
to have outstripped everything previously. In 
the six months up till Juno the exports have 
increased since the same period in 1862. at 
the rate ol almost forty per cent. — or twenty 
percent, a year: The American war, while 
it has tended to injure one great source ol 
traffic has, at the same time, increased others 
in a far more than compensating ratio, anil 
may be really pronounced the principal 
cause of the impetus to trade. Tho very high 
prolectivo United States tariff, however, has 
increased tho exports to Canada, from whence 
a heavy smuggling trade is carried on with 
the bordering territory of tho Republic, 
making in the eyes of many ol the " manifest 
desliny " school the annexation of Canada 
more lhan ever a necessity. The London 
Times takes rather gloomy forebodings of Ihe 
results of ihe war, and endeavors for the 
hundredth time to make the Canadians be 
liove that they will be swallowed up if they 
do not take activo measures for defence. Ii 
would appear from this journal lhat England 
has given up all idea of going lo wni for 
either maintaining treaties or defending eolo 
nies, and that she looks upon her possessions 
in North America al being able and bound 
to defend themselves. The Timet pretly 
nearly represents tho ideas of tho Home Guv 
ernment on this matter, and there is now no 
doubt that Lord Palmerston's Cabinet had 
an important finger in the recent movements 
with regard to the Colonial federation. Cer- 
tain it is lhat there is nothing Ihe mother 
country desires more than to see a united 
ifrilish power on the North American conti- 
nent, willing and able lo assume all the 
duties and responsibilities of n distinct na- 
tion. 

The London Tunes is, no doubt, a potent 
power in Europe, but it is rather amusing to 
witness cccasiotmlly its cool interference by 
advice in its neighbor's affairs. On a recenl 
occasion an election to the Council of State 
took place in Gaoeva, one o! the most west- 
erly cantons of ihe Swiss confederation, and 
contiguous to France. Two candidates ran 
—one a radical and the other a conservative; 
for it would appear even Switzerland is not 
without these two famous political opponents. 
Tho conservative candidate was electee) by a 
small majority; bin tho committee appointed 
to manage the election, and winch was coin- 
posed ol seventeen radicals and ten oonsor 
Tatives, objected to the result. Upon this 
Ibo conservative supporters rushed to the 
Council of State and demanded their candi- 
date's return, which the Council could not 
legally do, but advised a furl of compromise. 
In the meantime Ihe radicals heard that the 
Council were besieged, and they immediately 
aimed themselves and rushed lo their rescue 
A collision ensued, and the Council finding 
themselvos in dangor telegraphod fur assist- 
ance to the Council of the Swiss con- 
federation. Alter u few people had been 
killed, quiot wob restored, and everything 
went on as usual. The Times however rends 
the Genevans a homily about the ansrohy <>l 
republics and tells them lhat Ftnnco will 
take them in baud, as she has done Mexico, if 
thoy hnvo any more such rows. It nover 
.finierod Ihe Timu' bead that there might 
littve boon nn equal necessity for Fundi in- 
ference in Ihe recent Belfast riots, compar- 
ed to which tho disturbances of Geneva were 
a mere playful frolic; nor did His Thunderer 
think, at tho lime, of tho head -smashing, 
house-wrecking amusements which charac- 
terise tho bulk ol tho olectioni in the country 



presided over by such law and order authori- 
ties as itself. The Ii'mrs is tho quintessence 
of tlutt national peculiarity which sees ex- 
tensive motes in our neighbor s oyes, but not 
the vestige of a beam in our own. 

OUR CANADA "lETIER.

Tho only news from our part of tho world 
of any yieut importance a political point 
of view is 

THE CUARXOTTETOWN CONVENTION. 

All eyes are luriiod with anxiety to the 
little Island of Prince Edward, tho smallest 
diadem iu her Majesty's colonial Crown, 
where tho delegates ol tho muritime pro- 
vinces urn iu session discussing the propriety 
of forming a legislative union of these East- 
ern colonies. What makes tho meoting of 
theso delegates a mattor ol vast importance 
to us Canadians, is the effect their decision 
may have on our own confederation. You 
are aware that the majority of our cabinet 
ministers are among the Acndians to lay be- 
fore them llieir views of a federal union o! all 
the colonies of British North America. Our 
statesmen are not members of the conven- 
tion. They took the opportunity of the 
meeting of so 11111117 eminent men to culti- 
vate a friendly (eeling, anil doubtless to try 

10 prevent ihe passing of any resolutions that 
might tend to complicate measures, or that 
might mar auy future negotiations. They 
have been most coidially roceivod by the 
Blue-noses. Although not members of tho 
convention they were invited ua guusts of tho 
province, aud as it was well understood what 
movements hud taken place in Jnnada, our 
statesmen were invited to ventilate their 
scheme of federation, and it appears from 
what little has oozed out — thoy sit with 
closetl doors — lhat the plans of our Canadian 
Government were exceedingly well received. 
A convention is to bo hold next month at 
Quebec when ihe whole question will be 
discussed pro forma. 

(The result of the Quebec conference has 
already been laid before our readers by tele- 
graph. — Ed ) 

Without douht tins is the most important 
question over discussed in any British oolony. 
So weighty and multiform, so gruve aod so 
grand me the interests involved, that every 
one with the least spark of patriotism must 
leel ils importance. An impression appears 
to be generally felt that cur Canadians have 
propounded a scheme of federation that bids 
lair to entry a very large majority of the 
whole of linlish America with them. Of 
coutso there is a good deal of guess work by 
us oulsideis, lor, us intimated above, tho 
convention sits with closed doors. You 
long tongued gentlemen of the press buve 
'•no admittance even 011 business." It is 
generally understood that the intercolonial 
railway lo Halifax is a part of ihe programme. 
If this is so it will go far to make us inde- 
pendent of Uncle Sam and his Reciprocity, 
as it will give us a winter way to an open 
port on the Atlantic and shorten the distance 
in our Fatherland very considerably. The 
programme given by the press of Prince 
Kdward's Island and said to be all hut agreed 
to is rather staltliug and must be taken with 
some reservation. It is as follows : 

Each Province to retain its own govern- 
ment nearly as it h now consti u:ed; tha nuni- 
tier of members in the several Legislatures 
may, without detriment to the local interest, 
be reduced ; the governor would cease to be 
a servant of the Crown — he would be elected 
by the people, paid by them, and accountable 
to them lor his conduct ; the expenses of ihe 
civil lists, and those entailed by a Provincial 
Army and Navy would devolve upon the 
Provinces, which should pay according to 
their means and population ; each Province 
should provide lor ihe payment of its own 
dolus, and one Province not to be taxed for 
another's debt ; each 10 contribute its pro- 
portion towards the expenses of the Central 
Government aud Central Parliament, iu which 
all the Provinces are represented. Whether 
ihe representation will be regulated by area 
and population, or whether each Province, 
the small as well as the large, will he entitled 
to send the Fume numbers is a matter of de- 
tail which en onlj be settled by the seporate 
Provincial Legislatures (fudge), or by future 
conventions. England's connection with tho 
colonics will be represented by having a 
Viceroy to preside over the deliberations ol 
Ihe United Government. He would have no 
more power lo cheek local legislation in any 
way. He could not suppress tho action of 
the Federal Legislature, unless it interfered 
wjtli Imperial interests. All matters relating 
to intereul miul trade, commerce, and military 
defences railways, aod maritime steam com- 
munications, lighthouses, currency, postal 
regulations, immigration, settlement of wild 
lands, land tenures, whero they possess u 
provincial character, uniformity in the system 
of education — all these things would come 
under the supervision of the confederate 
Legislature, and the then so called colonial 
minister in Downing street would have no 
more riL'ht to ioteilere with our mode of 
managing them than the man in the moou. 
Radical enough, is it not t 

You must not conclude that this great 
c institutional relorm will be carried nem. con. 
The L. C. Uouijes aiid some of the lilues ure 
coalescing lo oppose it. Their avowed policy 
is to deny Upper Canada every concession, 
drive us to demand a separation purl el tint' 
pie, and then they purpose to establish a 
purely French colony managed after the mode 
ol La Utile France. It wou'd doubtless he 
a queer place, Lower Canada, if stripped ul 
the oiber nationalities; iheir progress would 
ho like the Highland-man's — for every step 
forward they would take two buck. An in- 
telligent, energetic opposition is greatly to 
be desired. The best government in the 
world without a healthy opposition would 
-0011 di generate into a despotism, but mere 
laclious resistance is highly to be deprecated 
lie, puis of ihe speeches of Ihe different dele- 
gates delivered al a great banquet at Halifax 
have just been received, from which it up- 
pears that all parties agree in the scheme lor 
a confederation ol all the Proviucesof British 
North America. Of course tha details ure 
still to settle, but ail parlies are sanguine, 
and declare themselves willing to lorward this 
noble and patriotic reform. Among all ins 
speakeis at the banquet, Hon. G Brown bore 

011 the pahll. Ho is a most practical speaker. 
I'here are neither apologies for detaining the 
tudience " to « late hour," nor blarney lo 
keep it in good humor, hut a plain matler-of- 
foci business address, bo plain that" he who 
runs may read.'' You will see all I lie speeches 
m youi exchanges. They are all good. 

GREAT I IRE IN QUEBEC. 

The Quebec Custom House, a new cut stone 
two story and basement building, with mag. 
uiliceut portico and colonnade looking to- 
wards the river, has been completely destroyed 
by lire. All the books and accounts belong- 
ing lo tho different departments wero saved. 

The building was insured for 824.000. It was 
one ol the most ornainental buildings iu tho 
city, and cost, I suppose, four times tho 

1 muu lit insured tor, and is a great provincial 
Ioks. There was a great amount of Vandalism 

lisplayed — smashing out windows and throw- 

tig mirrors and other sncb ware out on the 
street lo save them from being burned, 
lint: IN TUB ESPLANADE. 

Tho stables of Major Knight was also 
burned, destroying throe horses, carriages, 
harness, and 800 bundles of hny. The agon- 
ising cues of tho poor animals awoke the 
Hon. Mr. ('auction, who gave the alarm, ami 
the lire wus prevented from spreading. 

SAD TIIACEDV AT TIUiONIIUIKl. 

(i.i Tuesday the village of Tilsouburg was 
siuillod by a report that Mr Ira Weeks had 
been nocidcolnlly shot by Miss Nanoy Tur- 
ner. As both parlies were well known, being' 
descendai ts ol two of ibo oldest sottlers in 
Dereham, the excitement was very great. 
Tho report unfortunately turned out to be too 
true. On Tuesday the deceased bought some 
powder and shot and took it to Mr. Turner's 
house, as he and Mr. Tilson Turner wore 
going to hunt together. Deceased look din- 
ner at Mr. Turner's. After dinner he and 
Miss Turner snt chatting nn tho lounge in 
the dining room. The package of shot fell 
on tho floor and sorno of il wus spilled. Miss 
1'. lefl ihe room, deceased inclined on tho 
lounge, and Mr Tilson Turner commenced 
gathering up the shot. While.thus employed 
ho heard decease I say, laughingly, "lei her 
flicker !" and almost instantaneously hoard a 
gun lired and his sister scream ; on looking 
up he saw Mr Weeks full from tho loungo 
with thu blood streaming from his head. Mr 
Turner sprang to his feet, laid Mr Weeks on 
the lounge, and ran to look after Ins sister, 
when tie found the gun lying on Iha parlor 
lloor, and saw his sisler running across the 
fields, sci oiimitig and tearing her hair. He 
ran to procure assistance, but if wus of 110 
avail, as Mr Weeks died immediately alter 
receiving the shot. The unlorlunale young 
man was shot iu the head, the hall entering 
al ihe angle of tho mouth, pasting through 
his hoad and lodging in tho window frame.

NANAIMO AFFAIRS. 

IFROM A RESIDENT CORRESPONDENT.) 

Nanaimo, V. 1., Nov. 3d, 18G4. 

I am glad to see that Nanaimo is now and 
Ihen brought to Ihe notico of your many 
lenders, although only by means of 11 " liltle 
gossip" from your resident and regular cor- 
respondent. But what we want and what 
will do us good is an occasional editorial on 
our importance, prospects, or political stand- 
ing. Now us no ono appears able or willing 
to send any communications worthy of a 
p'aoe as a leader, suppose Mr. Editor you or 
your staff wero occasionally to wrilo some- 
thing about Nanaimo. 1 don't think il would 
do Viotoria any barm, and it certainly would 
do us good and indirectly Victoria also. You 
advocate the intercuts of t lie entire colony ; 
wo aio the second town and why not put in 
a word or two about us '! I have now resi- 
ded about two years in tho colony and I do 
not believe there has been a single lending 
article iu either paper regarding the intei- 
ests or anything concerning Nanaimo, fonr 
correspondent bus not been a very attentive 
reader ol the Coi.onm.st. — En], and yon are 
only depending on a lew trivial communica- 
tions unci stray statistics to know that such a 
pluce exists. Thero is plenty to write about; 
I have lately made a tour through the various 
districts and find indications of agricultural 
prosperity, ullhough the result of great efforts 
and perseverance. 

In the Mountain District tho Harewood 
coal field stands pre-eminent. Tliriu are 
three (arms there 011 which a great deal ol 
labor has been spent successfully, viz : those 
belonging to Messrs. Sabiaton, Westwojd 
and Francis aud Nicholas. The latter have 
really done wonders considering ihe timo 
they have occupied it. They supply the 
greater portion ol the town with their pro- 
duce and I think they find il a profitable 
market. 

Cedar District contains the gteatest num- 
ber uf settlers and moto capital is invested' 
there. On tho Hats are tho farms of C. S. 
Nicol, Eaq , iJr. Brown, Messrs. Biggs, Junes 
and York, all of which have hud consider- 
able capital laid out on improvements. Be • 
iug principally heavy land, slock fencing and 
gardens are the great considerations. The 
alluvial soil is very rich and where not loo 
sandy will Iu3t a long time. Farther up the 
river we came lo Mr. Richardson's claim, 
a promising looking place, which will nn 
doubt remunerate the owner in lime ( ullhough 
it is about nine miles from town) provided be 
sticks to it. lor 1 lound his iuitiuls on differ- 
ent slakes all over ihe country. Beyond 
this wo come to Mr. Ferguson's, who iB only 
just commencing. Ho bus a very lico piece 
of land, and hus just gone into a comlortablo 
looking house. Then Mr. Franklyn's farm 
adjoins and consists of u beautiful prairie of 
about 70 acres, 30 of which arc under culti- 
vation aud fencod, surrounded by a great 
many swamps where 90 tons ol hay can 
easily be cut. Ho hus between b'O and 70 
head of c .ttle, a few sheep aud pigs and has 
decidedly tho most busiuess like looking 
farm around hero ; considering lhat it was 
only commeuced in April lost ono is surpri- 
sed to seo the amount of work done and ad- 
vanced state of the farm. 

There are also a few settlers on Gabriola 
Island, Departure Bay and Nanoose. Thu 
groat drawback to our ouhyiog larins is the 
want of roads. Tim V iclotia and Comox 
trail is a disgrace to the colony and (ho ouly 
practical roud.s that do uxist have either been 
made by tho company or privute individuals. 

In your to-day's issue 1 see uu article 
headed a Road to Nanaimo, nnd treated of 
in true Victorian style — why should twenty 
thousand dollars be spent outside of Victoria.' 
The idea is preposterous, tho man who pro- 
posed such a thing is a traitor to the colony 
al large, i. e. ( Victoria), a hue and cry is 
raised ; and at last we have gol an article 
about Nanaimo. The sume short-sighted 
and petty policy still impregnates the minds 
of the majority of your community us it ever 
did. Ono would suppose thai the proposer 
of the motion was the member for Nanaimo, 
as it is not the lirst lime that he has looked 
beyond Victoria. He introduced tho Hare- 
wood Railway Jiill within the last year, and 
is ono who 1 believe has the interest of the 
entiro colony at heart. We are greatly to 
blanui for returning a man lo represent us 
who is entirely engaged in his own mercenary 
pursuits, and we now begin 10 feel the con- 
sequences. The inhabitants here seem lo 
have no confidence in their member, for he is 
not entrusted with a single petition or bill. 
Al first he seemed inclined lo d.i something, 
but what he said was very rude, personal and 
uncalled lor, which must have disgusted his 
colleagues, for we heard nothing nl Mr. Bay 
ley afior, till ihe udverliBemcnl of his pack- 
train to Sooice appeared in the papers. I 
find I am digressing, and must go back to 
the article, where it is observed that the only 
legitimate means of keeping any road open 
is ttavel. All that wo suy is give us a road 
that is fit for travel, and we will keep it opeu. 
The travel at present by such a road is r. ol 
more likely to increase 111 the twentieth 
century than now, and in a new colony it is a 
good road that makes und causes travel. 
Supposing a good road to exist between Vic- 
toria and Comox, will] a lit. inch to Alberni, 
settlers would rather drive iheir stock than 
risk them on board a steamboat or schooner, 
and it boing known lhat a good road dots 
exi-t, would induco settlors to lake up patches 
0! land alongside or even a mile or two on 
either side, which lliey won't even look nl 
now, simply because there is no means of 
communication or any means of getting their 
produce lo market. If all the agricullural land 
was situated on the sea board, then let waler 
be the le,, at of burlhon, but who! advantage 
is there in u settler taking up land at any 
distance alone the Victoria nnd Comox trail, 
for he can't lead a horse on it except he 
happens to carry tackle with him to lower 
him and his borso ou lo a bridge at right 
angles to ihe road, as it is at Chase River, 
and to hoist them up again al the other end. 

Wo always pay on r taxes like good chris- 
tians ; although our 'conscience money" may 
not be a large item, onr revenue is increasing, 
and our real osl.itowill be considerably aug- 
inunlod next year, and do not, because we 
unfortunately have a member who does not. 
we think, devote quite sufficient time to his 
Parliamentary dunes, take advaniage of out 
weakness. 

By the bye, I may as well toll you thai 
ihe Nanaimo Water Company possesses a 
capital ol 84,000, in '2 000 shares, of S2 each.

THE SALT BPB1NO MURDER. 
Two Indians named Quoquilimot and Stas- 
hul, belonging to tho Chemainus tribe, were 
arraigned with Tek-ehi-co-mat, an Indian 
woman, charged as an accessory, (or Ihe mur- 
der of Mary Smith and her daughter Ellon 
Smith, late of Nanaimo, and three Indians, 
named Nuieh, ,Lo-lo-ax and Tux, a boy. Mr 
J'nrk defended tho prisoners. 

Tho circumstances of this atrocious deed 
fc\vo boon previously published. The niur- 
i.ered parly left Nanaimo in a ennoo bound 
lo Victoria, and were waylaid nt Salt Spring 
Island by the accused, wdio fired at Ihe canoe 
from the hush, killing the two Indians at the 
Brat shot, and cruelly butchering tho rest oi 
tho occupants ol the canon with an axo. 

The evidence of Samuel Smith, the hus- 
band of the murdered woman, and of 
several otlvor witnesses was taken, and the 
Judge, in addressing tho jury, pointed espe- 
cially to the identification of the ellects of tho 
murdered people in the possession of ihe ac- 
cused, tho various other circumstances point- 
ing to them as tho guilty parlies, and finally 
their owu admissions to the Indian witnesses, 
that they had committed the deed uuder th 
ullogcd cloak of self-defence. 

The jury, niter retiring, returned a verdict 
of guilty against the two men, and acquitted 
the woman. 

Ilia Honor said ho did not well see ho-.v 
any oilier concluiion could bo arrived al, and 
he quite concurred in lliu verdict. 

The jury wero thereupon discharged until 
Wednesday next, and the prisoners wero or* 
ilered to be removed and brought up for sen- 
tence on Monday.
